A Voice from Virginia. 


From Ihe year 1833, when Franklin 


t Pierce took the Presidential chair, down 
lo this present time, the whole policy ol 
the administration has been to secure at all 
hazards, and by every kind of unscrupulous 
service ; the undivided vote ol the South. 
To do tin's it has not only alienated all the 
moderate men of the North, and driven into 
the liepublican ranks the very Union-savers 
of 1850, hut has alienated many of its own 
adherents, whose remembrance of their ear- 
ly Democracy was too strong to permit 
them to accept the spurious stuff which now 
claims its name. 
Stilt, with doughfaces at 


the North, and the whole South in a soiid 
phalanx, such men as Franklin Pitrce and 
James Unchanan have obtained their places 
and carried their measures. 


But there are men at the South, whom 


not even their truckling to the " peculiar 
institution" can buy or silence, and the num- 
ber of these is increasing. 
There are others 


who have used the Administration for their 
own ends, till they are tired of their tool 
and ready to throw it by for some newer 
one. There is a sorry outlook for the par- 
ty which having trussed to sectional feelin 
in place of any principle for its suppo: 
hears at last from a man like A. H. H. Stu 
art, (a former member of the Cabinet,) i 
a slate like Virginia, language like this:

awake from their lethargy ere long ! AVhei 
they see doctrines broached by the Execu 
tive, for the regulation of our intercours 
with foreign nations, which could be tole- 
rated only by a gang of freebooters; whei 
they see all fraternal feeling between the 
North and the South destroyed 
by thi 


machinations of the Federal Government 
when they witness the monstrous 
ciemanc 


of thirty millions of dollars, to he with- 
drawn from the public treasury and placet 
at the control of the Executive , when they 
see a Democratic Senate abandoning its 
executive functions, and willing, in advance 
to ratify any treaty the President may ne- 
gotiate for the acquisition of Cuba; when 
they perceive that one line of conduct is 
prescrihed for our dealings with strong na- 
tions, and another for those that are weak 
and defenseless ; when they discover that 
the golden rule of asking of other countrie: 
" nothing but what is right, and "submit- 
ting to nothing that is wrong," is utterlj 
ignored ; when they Hud that, in a time o 
profound peace, the expenses ol the Govern- 
ment are swelled from fifty millions of dol- 
lars lo eighty millions; when the)' learn 
that the surplus of seventeen millions, 
which was ill the Treasury when Mr. Bu- 
chanan came into power, has been 
squan- 


dered, and all the current revenues are 
gone, a debt of sixty or seventy millions 
has been created in two years ; when they 
see that American industry has heen pros- 
fraled to foster the labor and reward the 
capital of foreign nations ; when they are 
told that we tax the productions of foreign 
nations only twenty per cent, on an average, 
while they tax our productions (except 
cotton, which they cannot do without), on 
an avenge, three hundred per cenf,, 
and
